As we discussed, the Downtown Business Center Improvement District is exempt from the provisions 
of the recycLA program, but because Commercial Waste Services is no longer a permitted hauler, you 
may not continue to contract them.

(trash); the other is haulers that primarily haul construction and demolition debris, or who are actually 
contractors that haul their own debris from their jobs.
